A Surprising Rebound in the

Stock Market.

EVERYTHING GOING U3 AGAIN.

To-day has boat ono of surprises. After the
rattling which yesterday's stock market received nobodylooked for the sigual recovery in prices which
occurred to-day. It came, nevertheless, contrary to
the toachings of all Stock Exchange experience and
to the upsetting of all precedents that have heretoforebeen considered as unalturable as the laws of
tho Modes and Persians. None of the old rules
which governed speculation seoui to bo worth the
trouble of remembering. In this phenomenal markotall signs fail. Judged by the history of tho past,
nnder similar conditions, to-day should have boon
ouo of weeping and wailing. It was nothing of the

sort, but, on tho contrary, cheerful agd chirpy. Insteadot crying ov«r spilt milk tho wliolo speculative
community was upon tno alert to skim tho cream

nfr.iwn.ri i.» fi.o nh>nf>« nf a new rise. There was no

luck of opportunities to do so, for, without oxcoptiou,every stock upon the list showed a decided recoveryfrom yesterday's lowest prices. There was

something even more than a "recovery," for in tho
schedule of prominent stocks the niarkot was buoyant.Erie, Dolaware and Hudson, Irop Mountain,
Lake Shore, the San Frauciscos and a dozen of others
were as quick to go up to-day as they wero to go
dowu yesterday. It is true that the heavy loss
scored against thorn was only partially retrieved, but
a most unexpected progress was made in an upward
direction. This was partially due to tho fact that
investors with idle money lying in hank wore liberal
purchasers and thnt large speculators on margins
wore quick to see that tho undue depression offered a

safe opportunity for afresh "flyer.'' There is reason

to heltevo that yesterday's depression was a "fluke"
aftor all. Tho true inwardness of tho bear movementis to be tracod to a premeditated design to
break Erie without thought as to what tho effect
would bo upon tho rest of tho niurko;. To assist
this tho preposterous story of a salo of 200,000
shares of Now York Central to Mr. Could and an

English syndicate was dovised and sot going. Tho
scheme was successful in breaking Erie, but, what
was neither anticipated nor desirod, it broke tho
rust of the markot. This certainly did not suit tho
books of Mr. Gould, who saw his own stocks suffer
in sympathy juBt at tho moment when he was

checking largoly against his Western railroad purchases.From all uccouuts, however, it suited tlio
books of Mr. Kcene, who i3 reported to have sold
Erie short to the extent of some 40,000 shares
and to have bought them back at a handsome
protlt. While it is indubitably tfiu fact that the
market for a time slipped away further than it was
intended it should, it has boon brought back again
to a stable condition by large purchases by leading
speculators. There is every reason to believe that
tho magnates of the strcot aro again ranged upon
the long sido, and that thoir interests are directed
toward attaining higher figures. Our Philadelphia
despatch shows the market there to havo been
greatly influenced by our own. Prices wero higher
at the opening and there were well distributed ordersfor all loading securities at advancing figures.

Tho United States Tronsury to-day transferred

$10,000,000 in gold to tho Assay Office at New York,
to bo used in paying for foreign gold deposited for
conversion into American coin. Tills makes a total
of $(>0,000,000 transferred for that purposo since
August 13. Treasurer Giiflllan, in reply
to a question to-duy regarding the withdrawalof the United States Treasury from
the New York Clearing House Association,
said that the matter has never been under consideration,tut in consequence of the rapid change from
currency to coin going on in tho public funds he
had thought it proper to call attention to tho possibility.near or remote, that the dejiurtment might be
compelled to make larger disbursements of silver at
New York, whicb would uecossitate a change in the
rules of tho Clearing House or withdrawal from
its membership. He recognized the great advantage
of that relation in tho safo collection of the
innumerable checks payable to and by the New York
oilico and in tho rapid transaction of tho immenso
business at that point, and would be reluctant to
disturb it. Tho question, however, of withdrawal
will probablv never arise, as tho Clearing House will
likely make the necossary change in its rulos that
tho government may be put to no inconvenience in
mauing settlements.
During the week ended last evening the arrivals

of foreign gold at this port wero $2,71)7,000,.of which
$1,335,000 was deposited in tho Assay Office. The
arrivals sinco August 12 to date have boon
$50,430,750, of which $43,203,250 was deposited in
the Assay Office. Tho payments on account of these
deposits during the past week amounted to $507,814.
